Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  years 

1970  - 1972 o 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  particulars  of  matters 
dealing  with  social  conditions,  vital  statistics,  health 
services,  housing,  infectious  disease,  public  cleansing, 
atmospheric  pollution  and  food  hygiene. 

Infectious  disease's,  which  some  years  ago  form.ed  a 
prominent  part  of  public  health  work,  have  largely  disappeared 
but  we  must  not  be  complacent  as  there  is  need  for  vigilance 
in  food  hygiene  to  safeguard  against  food  poisoning.  The 
County  Health  Department  and  their  staff  are  energetic  in  a 
campaign  for  dealing  v^ith  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
diphtheria,  measles  and  v\/hooping  cough. 

For  the  years  1970  - 1972,  212  Council  houses  were 
completed  and  67O  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 
Discretionary  Grants  completed  totalled  l84  and  Standard 
Grants  7» 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  rural  area  consists  of  28  parishes  and  covers  an 
area  of  64  square  miles  .extending  from  the  Bristol  Channel 
in  the  South  to  Tonyrefail  in  the  North » 

The  principal  areas  of  population  in  the  South  are 
Llantwit  Major,  Boverton  and  St.  Athan  where  employment  is 
largely  found  at  the  large  E.A.F.  Station,  the  C.'E.G.B.  Power 
Station  in  the  Leys  and  the  Aberthaw  Cement  Works,  The 
Central  area  around  the  Borough  of  Cowbridge  is  developing 
rapidly  and  here  the  new  residents  are  largely  employed  in 
professional  offices  in  Cardiff,  Bridgend,  etc. 

In  the  Northern  area  the  population  is  largely 
concentrated  at  Llanharry  where  the  Council  have  a very  large 
housing  estate,  at  Llanharan  where  developrpent  is  taking  place 
again  following  an  embargo  ,on  building  for  many  years  due  to 
subsidence  from  the  coal  mine  which  is  now  closed  and  at  Brynna 
where  fairly  large  housing  estates  have  been  completed  and  are 
still  in  progress. 

There  are  still  many  residents  in  the  north  engaged 
in  coal  raining  - the  only  remaining  colliery  in  the  area  is 
at  Coed  Ely  - but  the  number  is  being  reduced  annually. 

Other  residents  find  employment  at  the  Iron  Ore  Mine  at 
Llanharry,  factories  in  the  Coedcae  Land  area  and  Trading 
Estate  at  Bridgend, 

The  remainder  of  the  area  is  agricultural  in 
character  but  the  reorganisation  of  farms  has  reduced  the 
number  of  farm  v/orkers.  Many  of  the  smaller  forms  rely  on 
family  and  casual  labour  only.  The  Vale  of  Glamorgan 
which  is  largely  v/ithin  the  rural  area  is  very  fertile  and 
most  farmers  are  engaged  in  milk  production  and/or  corn 
crops.  Sheep  farming  is  practiced  on  the  more  hilly  farms 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  area. 

Mains  water  is  available  throughout  the  area  with  the 
exception  of  a few  isolated  farms  and  private  houses  in  the 
hilly  land  in  Llanharan  and  Peterston-Super-Montem , These 
rely  on  private  springs  which,  due  to  their  isolation,  produce 
a v;ater  generally  free  from  contamination. 

Municipal  sewers  are  available  at  Thoraastown,  Ynysmardy, 
Llanharan,  Brynna  and  Llanharry  in  the  North,  ilberthin  and 
Llanblethian  in  the  centre  and  at  Llantwit  Major,  Boverton  and 
St.  Athan  in  the  South,  Council  housing  schemes  at  Treoes, 
Marcross  and  Ystradowen  have  small  private  v;orks. 

A combined  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Llandow,  Llysworney 
and  Godwins tone  is  now  being  installed.  Sewage  from  these 
villages  will  be  pumped  to  the  enlarged  v/orks  being  constructed 
at  Lake  Hill,  Cowbridge, 

Refuse  collection  and  cesspools  are  available 
throughout  the  area.  Almost  all  houses  have  electricity.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  statutory  v/ater  undertakers  for  the  area  are  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board  who  have  distributed  mains  throughout  the  area  with  the 
exception  of  a small  area  in  the  Llanharan-Laneley  area  and  for  which 
schemes  are  now  under  consideration. 

There  is  no  critical  shortage  of  water  during  the  period  under  review 
and  all  the  samples  taken  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  have  indicated 
supplies  both  v/holesome  and  potable. 

The  number  of  houses  and  the  population  supplied  by  mains  water  is 
shown  in  the  m.ain  body  of  the  report  and  the  improvements  made  to  the 
supplies  at  Colwinston  and  St.  Hilary  during  1969  have  certainly  been 
successful.

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  members  of  the 
public  are  admitted  to  the  swimming  pool  at  the  ntlantic  College,  St. Donats, 
on  certain  weekends  during  the  summer  m.onths. 

Advisory  visits  are  made  to  the  above  and  also  to  the  private  swimming 
pool  at  the  Boys  Village,  St.Athan. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  both  these  pools  when  they  were  in  use 
and  on  the  spot  chlorination  tests  made.  Both  these  pools  are  well 
maintained  and  in  all  cases  the  tests  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

A total  of  ten  premises  are  now  registered  with  the  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act.  The  largest  premises  of 
course,  is  the  large  food  production  premises  at  Lanelay.  This 
Company  has  now  been  in  production  for  the  past  five  years  and 
expansion  plans  have  been  submitted  each  year.  Production  of  food 
at  these  premises  necessitates  regular  visits  by  our  officers  to 
ensure  that  proper  hygiene  standards  are  being  observed.  In  the 
main,  the  factory  manufactures  sausages,  pies,  cooked  meats, 
while  bacon  and  meat  are  prepared  for  the  retail  trade. 

In  addition  to  this  large  manufacturing  factory,  regular 
visits  are  made  to  the  smaller  businesses  throughout  the 
district.

MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


The  Council  have  operated  a Meals  on  Wheels  service  now  for 
the  past  seven  years.  At  the  present  time  meals  are  delivered  on 
two  days  in  each  week  and  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  the 
number  of  recipients  has  gradually  increased  hence  the  total  number 
of  meals  delivered  now  exceeds  7,500  per  annum.  Delivery  of  these 
meals  is  organised  by  the  Local  W.R.V.S.  Personnel,  who  apart  from 
delivering  the  meals  give  a great  deal  of  pleasure  to  all  the 
elderly  folk  with  whom  they  come  in  touch.  In  many  cases  they  are  the 
only  contact  with  the  outside  world  and  they  do  a great  deal  of  good 
work  on  the  social  and  welfare  side  apart  from  undertaking  meals 
deliveries.  The  Area  Organiser  Mrs.  P. Jewell,  who  arranges  the 
rotas  of  volunteers,  has  dedicated  the  major  portion  of  her  time 
to  running  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  for  the  Council  since  its 
inception.  Despite  difficulties  over  arranging  rotas  I can 
recollect  no  occasion  on  which  the  delivery  of  meals  has  been 
delayed  in  this  respect. 

Meals  are  delivered  primarily  in  the  mini  van  which  is 
provided  and  maintained  by  the  Council  but  on  other  occasions 
additional  transport  owned  by  the  Volunteer  'W.R.V.S.  drivers 
is  provided.  A small  charge  of  y^p  is  made  for  the  meals,  the 
deficit  is  made  up  by  the  District  Council  "^d  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  In  addition  to  the  normal  delivery  of  meals, 
the  District  Council  have  undertaken  during  the  period  the 
delivery  of  a Christmas  Dinner,  free  of  charge,  to  all  recipients 
of  the  normal  Meals  on  Wheels  Service.

Since  there  were  no  cases 
in  the  area  during  the  period  under  review,  I believe  it  reflects 
well  on  the  Welfare  Services  operating  in  the  area,  that  all 
elderly  persons  who  were  in  such  a state  of  health  that  they  had 
to  be  institutionalised  v/ere  persuaded  to  do  so  voluntarily.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OP  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1970 


Residential  Sites 

There  are  three  permanent  residential  sites  within  the  District. 
These  sites  are  situated  at  Castle ton  Farm,  St.  Athan,  Millands, 
Llanmaes  and  Ham  Manor  Caravan  Site,  Llantwit  Major,  In  addition 
to  this  there  were  during  the  period  a total  of  four  individual 
residential  sites  licensed  and  there  are  three  holiday  sites  which 
are  licensed  to  a total  of  78  caravans. 

Referring  initially  to  the  residential  caravan  sites  and  in  the 
first  instance  to  Ham  Manor,  Llantwit  Major,  I am  pleased  to  say 
that  it  is  regarded  by  the  Council  of  the  Caravan  Club  as  one  of  the 
top  sites  in  the  v;hole  of  Great  Britain,  All  the  individual 
caravans  are  provided  with  connections  to  the  various  services,  the 
general  lay  out  and  amenities  both  in  the  caravans  and  on  the  site 
is  second  to  none.  The  majority  of  occupiers  living  in  the 
caravans  are  elderly  retired  persons,  many  of  whom  ccae  from  the 
Midlands,  The  individual  caravans  are  provided  with  all  amenities 
including  bathrooms,  v;ater  closets  and  main  water  supply. 
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All  these  facilities  are  connected  to  the  public  sewer  and  a 
supply  of  electricity  is  connected  and  laid  into  each 
caravan. 

The  other  two  residential  sites  at  St.Athan  and  Llanmaes,  do 
not  come  up  to  the  standard  previously  described,  but  during  the 
period  under  review  a certain  amount  of  improvements  have  been  made 
to  these  sites,  particularly  to  the  site  at  Millands  Farm,  Llanmaes. 

The  three  holiday  sites  continued  to  operate  during  the 
period  under  review  and  all  were  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 

Remarks 

The  improvement  mentioned  in  my  previous  report  on  the  type 
of  caravan  used  primarily  on  the  residential  sites  in  the  area 
has  continued  to  be  apparent,  and  in  particular  on  the  Ham  Manor 
Site,  the  caravans  resemble  miniature  bungalows  more  than  caravans 
and  this  type  of  structure  has  appeared  on  both  the  other 
residential  sites  at  Castleton  and  Llanmaes. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  I96O 


During  the  period  under  review  a continued  monitoring  of 
the  noise  levels  in  the  vicinity  of  an  engineering  factory  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  District  has  been  carried  out.  I must  stress 
that  at  all  times  I have  received  the  full  co-operation  of  the 
management  and  from  time  to  time  the  remedial  matters  recommended 
by  me  have  been  carried  out  without  delay.  During  the  latter 
part  of  1972  a larger  Digep  Hammer  was  installed  at  the  works  and 
agreed  modifications  to  the  factory  walls  were  undertaken  prior 
to  the  hammer  being  brought  into  use.  The  situation  around  this 
factory  with  modern  residential  developments  being  built  in  such  close 
proximity  is  obviously  difficult  to  control,  but  at  the  present 
time,  I can  report  that  the  management  are  taking  every  precaution 
to  prevent  nuisance  from  noise  arising  in  this  area. 

There  have  been  no  other  major  noise  sources  giving  rise 
to  complaint  but  continued  vigilance  was  exercised  over  the  work 
at  the  National  Coal  Board  Open  Cast  Site  at  Llanharan.  The  main 
source  of  noise  arising  from  this  site  was  due  to  the  Dump  Trucks 
travelling  to  and  from  the  tipping  area.  However,  after  informal 
approach,  these  noise  levels  were  kept  within  acceptable  limits.

RATS  AND  MICE 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  a free  disinfestation  service 
to  private  landlords  throughout  the  District. 

One  Rodent  Operator  who  is  supplied  with  a van,  undertakes  all 
the  necessary  work  on  private,  agricultural  and  where  necessary 
business  premises.

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Slum  Clearance 


As  I stated  in  my  previous  report  the  Council's  Sliim  Clearance 
programme  has  been  virtually  completed.  There  now  remains  only  a 
small  number  of  individual  properties  to  be  dealt  with.  During  the 
years  under  review  a number  of  these  were  in  fact  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Council  and  dealt  with  in  the  appropriate  manner. 
Specific  details  are  set  out  below  = -

Council's  Housing  Programme 

During  the  period  under  review  the  Council  gave  detailed 
consideration  to  balancing  the  Estates  throughout  the  area.  In  many 
cases  there  was  a lack  of  small  units  of  accommodation  and 
accommodation  for  the  elderly.  As  a result  of  these  investigations 
in  late  1972  the  Council  decided  to  embark  upon  a scheme  for  providing 
sheltered  accommodation  for  the  first  time.  Sites  were  earmarked  at 
Llantwit  Major,  Llanharry  and  Brynna  and  the  preliminary  work  undertaken 
by  the  Council's  Surveyor  Mr.  Howard  Thomas,  culminated  in  these 
projects  being  commenced  in  1973° 

Housing  Act  19^9  - 197^  - General  Improvement  Area 

I outlined  in  my  previous  report  the  Improvement  Areas  designated 
by  the  Council  at  Llantwit  Major  and  Brynna.  The  work  on  these  \ 

projects  was  undertaken  under  the  provisions  of  the  1964  Housing  Act. 
Hov/ever,  in  1969  a new  Housing  Act  empowered  all  Local  Authorities 
to  designate  areas  General  Improvement  Areas.  This  enabled  the 
Council  to  obtain  an  Exchequer  Grant  for  expenditure  incurred  in 
improving  the  environment  around  substandard  housing  areas.  The 
first  area  to  be  designated  under  the  above  provisions  was  Pembroke 
Street,  Thomastown.  An  area  consisting  of  67  houses  many  of  which 
lacked  essential  modern  amenities.  Welsh  Office  approval  to  the 
scheme  was  obtained  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in  1973  extensive 
improvements  will  be  undertaken  to  the  back  lanes,  street  lighting, 
play  area  and  the  turning  circle  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  street. 

In  addition,  Welsh  Office  permission  has  been  sought  to  paint  all  the 
rear  walls  in  an  effort  to  brighten  up  the  area.  A local  Street 
Committee  has  been  formed  and  the  members  are  co-operating  with  your 
officers  in  an  effort  to  ensure  that  the  Exchequer  Grant  monies  are 
spent  in  a manner  agreed  by  the  residents  and  to  the  best  advantage.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


(a)  Refuse  Stora^G 


During  the  three  years  under  review  it  has  been  possible  to 
introduce  the  plastic  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  into  all 
dwellings  within  the  district. 

The  original  plan  to  phase  the  introduction  of  the  system 
over  the  period  of  five  years  has  been  undertaken.  Undoubtedly 
because  of  this  and  the  re-ori>,-ntation  of  the  refuse  collection 
rounds  to  co-incide  with  this  scheme,  it  has  been  possible  to 
at  least  control  the  escalating  cost  of  this  service  over  the 
period  in  question. 

In  addition  to  the  cost  consideration,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  this  method  of  storage  and  collection  allied  with  the 
modern  collection  vehicles  now  in  the  Council’s  ownership, 
provides  an  efficient  and  hygienic  service. 

(b)  Refuse  Collection 


A weekly  collection  from  all  domestic  premises  now  operates 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  district.  However,  a twice  weekly 
collection  is  made  of  all  business  premises,  food  premises  and 
schools.  In  addition  to  this  the  Council  collects  domestic 
and  some  trade  refuse  from  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  St.Athan  and  of 
course,  still  undertaking  collection  of  all  refuse  from  the 
Cowbridge  Borough  Council  who  pay  the  costs  involved. 

During  the  period,  a system  whereby  the  Council  have  undertaken 
to  collect  odd  items  such  as  cookers,  refrigerators  or  other 
household  furniture  has  escalated  to  such  an  extent  that  a special 
vehicle  was  purchased  to  undertake  the  work.  During  1972  a total 
of  630  such  collections  v/as  made  and  I consider  that  the  purchase 
of  the  van  and  the  undertaking  of  this  special  service  contributes 
to  some  extent  to  the  prevention  of  indiscriminate  dumping  of  these 
articles  throughout  the  Vale. 

In  order  to  further  supplement  this,  the  Council  agreed  to  the 
provision  of  inter-changeable  bins  in  certain  localities.  In  the 
Llantv/it  Major  area  such  a bin  was  provided  not  only  for  disused 
household  goods  but  also  for  garden  refuse.  The  original  site  of 
the  bin  in  the  Old  Station  Yard  showed  that  there  was  a great 
need  for  such  a facility,  but  unfortunately  the  amenity  v;as  abused. 

A new  site  was  found  adjacent  to  the  Council's  Works  Storage 
Depot  and  to  date  the  siting  of  the  bin  in  this  locality  has  been 
satisfactory. 
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(c)  Refuse  Disposal 


Disposal  of  refuse  within  the  void  on  the  National  Coal 
Board's  Open  Cast  Site  at  Llanharan  and  on  Llanharry  meadow 
was  continued  during  the  period  under  review.  The  contractors 
Messrs.  Derek  Crouch  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the 
Council  and  at  the  present  time  the  tipping  arrangements  being 
operated  on  the  Trecastle  site  are  satisfactory  and  should 
provide  suitable  tipping  area  for  many  years  to  come. 

(d)  Cesspool  Bnptying 

Although  certain  parts  of  the  area  are  being  provided 
with  public  sewers,  the  demand  for  this  s^^rvice  continued  to 
increase.  At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  three 
1400  gallon  cesspool  emptiers  and  two  3000  gallon  tankers 
were  operating  regularly  within  the  area. 

One  of  the  difficulties  encountered  is  the  lack  of  sites 
for  disposal.  At  the  present  time,  all  sewage  has  to  be 
carted  to  the  approved  disposal  point  at  Aberthaw  or  to  the 
Llanilid  Works.  This  latter  disposal  point  can  only  be  used 
for  a very  short  period  of  time  hence,  all  the  vehicles  have 
to  travel  many  unproductive  miles  to  discharge  their  loads. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  improvements  to  the  Lake  Hill 
sewerage  works  and  the  Llanilid  Works  are  completed,  that 
suitable  points  for  disposal  will  be  constructed. 

(e)  Central  Garage 


The  central  garage  where  all  vehicles  are  housed  and 
where  the  other  necessities  for  running  the  cleansing  service 
are  maintained,  continues  to  be  managed  by  Mr. Cyril  Davies, 
the  Council's  Cleansing  Foreman.  At  the  end  of  the  period 
under  review  Mr.  Davies,  who  is  past  the  normal  retirement  age 
chose,  v/ith  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  remain  in 
employment  until  re-organisation  in  197^ » His  knowledge  of  the 
Cleansing  Service  over  the  years  has  been  of  great  value  to  the 
Council  and  his  ?-  liability  has  been  a great  source  of 
satisfaction  to  me , 

The  Cleansing  fleet  is  made  up  of  the  following

It  has  been  necessary  to  set  up  a Dust  Deposit  Gau-J©  at 
Llanharan.  Excavations  being  carried  out  by  the  National 
Coal  Board  Open  Cast  Executive  have  resulted  in  the  on  site 
traffic  - bulldozers,  dump  trucks  and  the  like,  giving  rise 
to  some  atmospheric  pollution,  particularly  during  periods  of 
prolonged  dry  weather.  Over  the  past  two  years  when  the 
gauge  has  been  sited  on  the  Dolau  School,  there  has  been  no 
indication  of  excessive  pollution  and  the  results  obtained 
to  date  are  not  out  of  keeping  with  those  obtained  nationally. 

Continued  liaison  was  maintained  with  officers  of  the 
Alkaline  and  Factory  Inspectorate,  particularly  in  respect  of 
the  Central  Electricity  Board  Generating  Station  at  Aberthaw, 
various  quarries  in  the  area  and  the  Aberthaw  Cement  Works 
which  is  in  fact  situated  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  District, 


A number  of  applications  were  received  authorising  the 
erection  of  chimneys  of  a specific  height  to  new  factories 
within  the  area  and  details  of* the  numbers  dealt  with  during 
the  period  under  review  are  set  out  below

drainage  AND  SEWERAGE 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Welsh  Office  Circular 
No.  5/70  I give  general  details  below  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  for  the  district. 

(a)  Existing  Schemes

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(b)  Llanblethian  and  Cowbridge  Sewap;e  Disposal 


In  my  previous  report  I outlined  the  action  taken  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  v/ith  regard  to  the 
improvement  of  the  above  Works.  Follov;ing  consultation  with 
the  Welsh  Office,  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Consultants,  has  prepared  a scheme  of 
extensive  enlargement  to  the  Works  and  the  provision  of  sewers 
to  the  parishes  of  Llysworney,  Colwinston  and  Llando'v.  The 
proposals  are  that  these  villages  v>fill  be  linked  to  the  enlarged 
'Works  by  means  of  pumping  stations.  Work  on  these  projects 
commenced  in  1972. 

(c)  Llanmaes 


As  a result  of  representations  made  by  the  Council  in 
conjunction  with  local  Building  Contractor  it  was  possible 
during  the  period  under  review  to  provide  main  sevv^ers  throughout 
the  parish  of  Llanmaes.  The  sewer  laid  was  connected  to  the 
Llantwit  Major,  Boverton  scheme  and  household  connections  and 
improvements  were  being  undertaken  in  the  Autumn  of  1972. 

(d)  New  Barn,  Flemingston 


Here  again,  as  a result  of  representations  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Welsh  Office  a scheme  for  providing  main  sewers 
to  some  23  properties  at  New  Barn  was  finally  approved.  The 
contract  has  now  been  accepted  by  the  Council  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  sewer  will  be  available  for  connection 
early  in  1973* 

(e)  Llanharan  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  scheme  for  renovating  and  enlarging  these  ’Works  has 
now  been  produced  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  approved  by 
the  Council  and  the  v'ielsh  Office.  Here  again  the  contract 
has  been  given  and  work  will  be  commenced  early  in  1973- 

(f)  Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major 

The  drainage  from  thirteen  houses  at  Fairfield  Rise,  referred 
to  in  my  previous  report,  has  now  been  disconnected  from  the 
cesspools  and  re-connected  to  the  public  sewer,  by  the  Council. 
This  has  proved  to  be  a really  worthv/hile  undertaking  since  the 
houses  concerned  are  in  an  area  of  high  density  and  the  cesspool 
emptying  arrangements  gave  rise  to  a great  deal  of  nuisance. 

(g)  St. Mary  Church 


This  is  a village  of  thirty- two  houses,  thirty  being 
drained  to  cesspools  v/hich  require  constant  emptying.  The 
Council's  own  estate  here  is  drained  to  a communal  cesspool 
sited  on  high  ground  adjoining  the  public  highway,  which  is 
liable  to  overflow  causing  a nuisance.  Twentytwo  houses 
with  cesspool  drainage  have  been  built  here  in  the  past  five 
years. 
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(h)  Llandough 


This  is  a village. of  thirtysix  houses  with  further 
house  building  in  progress.  Fifteen  of  the  occupied  houses  ha.ve 
been  erected  in  recent  years.  Included  in  this  number  is  a 
primary  school  nov/  drained  to  a private  sewage  disposal  plant. 
Fortunately,  a small  development  in  this  locality  is  being 
drained  to  a private  sewage  disposal  plant.  However,  this 
Works  although  of  satisfactory  design  has  not  received  adequate 
maintenance  over  the  period  and  I look  forward  to  the  time 
when  the  drainage  from  all  the  houses  in  Llandough  and  possibly 
St.Marj’’  Church  and  St. Hilary,  are  connected  to  the  Lake  Hill 
Sewage  W'orks  as  planned. 

(i)  St.  Hilary 

This  is  a village  of.  some  forty-five  houses,  fifteen 
being  constructed  in  the  last  ten  years.  All  are  drained 
to  cesspools. 

(j)  Council  Houses 


These  are  well  maintained  by  the  Engineer's  staff  and 
do  not  give  rise  to  nuisance  or  health  hazard. 
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
